The new information about Abel’s origin and carly years ° 
came to light after some Western newsmen stumbled upon his - 
grave marker in a Moscow cemetery a few days ago. 

His white marble tombstone carries two names, engraved . 
and painted in gold: “Fisher, William Genrykovich-Abel, 
Rudolf Ivanovich.” It also says he was born July i1, 1903, and : 
died Nov. 15, 1971. 4 
' Abel was arrested for espionage in 1957, tried and sen-- 
‘tenced to 30 years in prison. He was returned to Russia in 
"1962, in exchange for U2 pilot Francis Gary Powers, went into :
